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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 


In the Office Action mailed July 28, 2006, the Examiner contends that Applicants claim 
six distinct species. Thus, pursuant to 35 US-C- 121, the Examiner requires Applicants to 
restrict a single species for prosecution on the merits in the event that no generic claim is held to 
be allowable. 

In compliance with 35 U.S.C. §121, Applicant elects species I (claims 1-4).
